MAKING PROGRESS 


Wireless Telegraphy is 
Now an Assured Fact 
in New York. 

The following newspaper dis- 
patch from New York, refers to 
the wireless telephone which was 
an interesting feature at the ex- 
hibition here and which it is pro- 
posed to have installed in the city. 

Some 4,000 feet of copper wire 
forming the antennae for the 
Racine’ Telephone company was 
strung from the fiftieth story of 
the etropolitan Life building 
this morning, and within a short 
time the newest DeForest system 
of telephony and telegraphy will 
be opened commercially as a long 
distance factor in wireless com- 
munication between the principal 
cities on the Atlautic coast. The 
first message will be sent between 
the Metropolitan Tower station 
and the Quaker city. The installa- 
tion of the station on the Metro- 
politan Life tower is the first de- 
finite step in the widely heralded 
talk, via wireless, New York to 
Paris. 


The station onathe’ Metropolitan 
tower is‘on the fiftieth floor, 700 
feet from the sidewalk, and ‘the 
antennae extends, umbrella shaped, 
to the fourth floor roof of the 
building from which, the leading 
wires pass into the office. The 
work of erecting the antennae 
which is the largest in the world 
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excepting the one erate ited oe x 


the same company _on the _ Hiffe 
Tower in Paris Wis Begurt in. the 
storm on Friday night, when two 
wires were sent aloft during the 
progress of the disturbing ele- 
ments. 3 

While the workmen were busy 
making fast these two wires and 
the wind was whistling its most 
strident tune an interesting ex- 
periment was made from the top 
of the swaying campanil, that 
showed the marvelous cutting up 
of the air currents in the vicinity 
of the apex of the tall tower. A 
score of tiny balloons were liberated 
and at once were borne away to 
leeward with the speed of so many 
frightened gulls: For perhaps a 
hundred yards they remained to- 
gether, after which one after an- 
other became separated, halted in 
flight, circled for a moment around 
the antennae wires and then appar- 
ently in-the teeth of the fifty-mile 
gale, drifted back to the tower, 
around which they were driven 
like swallows for nearly half an 
hour, At length one by one they 
were caught in an eddy which bore 
them far away from the disturbed 
air currents and drifted down the 
wind to become lost in the smother 
of leeward. Meanwhile the light- 
ning played around the tower and 
the rain fell in torrents, but the 
linemen 
despite the frequent flashes of 
light until the wires were secured 
and the swaying antennae was in 
place. To-night the batteries and 
the paraphernalia will be connect- 
ed and the already perfected system 
on the great lakes will be in com- 
munication with New York and 
Philadelphia.

Scarcely 
more than a decade has drifted in- 
to history since wireless telegraph 
was given to the waiting ane? A 
during that period many scientists 
have devoted their lives to the 
work of developing the art of wire-

British Columbia Town Is a Paradise 
For Fertility. 


Bélla Coola, B.C., is a paradise of 
fertility where man may live amidst 
scenic beauty in a veritable land of 
milk and honey at a minimum ex- 

nditure of the sweat of his brow. 

here the waters teem with fish and 
there venison, bear-meat and wild- 
fowl of all descriptions are easy spoil 
to the hunter and trapper. 

It lies four hundred miles north 
of Vancouver by steamship, then 
sixty miles inland through Burke’s 
Channel, from where the Channel 
touches tidewater. .It is a valley, 
stretching far into the great ranch 
lands of the interior—a gateway into 
the latter, over “The Slide,” one of 


the easiest ses through the heights. 
A new and easier grade in “The 
Slide,” for pack-trains, has lately 


superseded the old one, made under 
the supervision of Mr. J. R.. Morri- 
son, to whose practical knowledge of 
and faith in the Ootza Lake district 
and surrounding country is largely 
due the revealing of its wonderful 
possibilities to the settlers that are 
pouring in. 

Bella Coola is an old Hudson Bay 
trading post, and it has been for 
years a rendezvous for fur-traders of 
all nationalities; also the base of 
supply for the count within a 
radius of several hund miles. And 
as the company, by its rectitude and 
fair-dealing, won and kept the con- 
fidence of the redman, who is ever 
the quickest to appreciate a “‘square 
deal,” so has its late employe and 
present owner of the site and self- 
same store, and withal chief magis- 
trate.of the place, kept that con- 
fidence and gained an abiding influ- 
ence over the morals of the Bella 
Coola and allied tribes by his strict 
integrity and uprightness during his 
forty-five years of residence amongst 


hem. 

The old wharf road extends for 
several miles to the cannery and it 
is joined by the bridge across the 
ravine to the Government trail, that 
cuts through the Indian Reserve at 
the foot of the valley. Fifteen years 
ago the road up the valley was built 
by the Norwegians, a colony of whom 
had received a Government grant of 
land and along with it enormous 
greats of money for road-making. 
ndeed, eighty-six thousand dollars 
have been so expended, of which only 
thirteen thousand have as yet been 
collected in taxes. 


Fort William to Wabigeon. . 

In describing a trip over the Na- 
tional Transcontinental Railway Mr. 
T. St. Pierre writes in The Manitoba 
Free Press: “As Superior Junction is 
reached there are marked signs of an 
influx of population. Three hotels 
are open at the Junction itself, be- 
sides a couple‘of stores and a private 
bank. The floating population is 
around 200, Wako, two miles to the 
south, is also showing signs of be- 
coming a prosperous village, it being 
now the head of navigation to Stur- 
geon Lake where gold mines are said 
to be pléntiful. These mines are also 
within’ ten miles of the Transcontin- 
ental grade, 

By no stretch of the imagination 
can the country extending northwest 
of Fort William to the Wabigoon riv- 
er be classed as sterile. For long dis- 
tances it is fairly level, well watered 
and bears évery evidence. of fertility. 
Only the forbidding appearance of 
the north shore of e Superior 
could have so long kept population 
away from these hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of woodland. There is 
considerable variety in the character 
of the soil. Portions of the area are 
of red or light-colored clay, changing 
to clay loam. In other sections sandy 
loam and black loam are the prevail- 
ing characteristics. The subsoil is 
as a rule of a porous. nature, which 
together with the rolling formation of 
the surface in most localities pre- 
cludes the necessity of drainage, ex- 
cept Jowlaige land. Much of the 
country has m overrun with fire, 
making clearing co ratively easy. 
The success which has attended farm- 
ing along the and C.P.R., 
where it has been attempted, be- 
speaks the future of the Hinterland, 
where the climate is better owing to 
the absence of the fierce blasts from 
the Great Lakes.
